They can not understand the lan- 
guage and expressions of a daily 
newspaper, or even of the eveiyday 
life alHiut them. 

bailing to understand, they are 
apt to let it go and follow tin 
est course — that is get some one to 
sign it to them, and there they are, 
just where thev started still de- 
pendent. 

Why should teachers and friends 
stoop so low to keep them in this 
way i Why not give them the 
ability to use above signs, the ability 
to help themselves to a bettei under- 
standing of life and its .

We do not find comradeship

This is very evident in many in- 
stances which most of you can re- 
call, though most of you who cling 
to the good, old fashioned ways ol 
signs and sign-thinking may not be 
willing to admit it even to himself.
